function for every means plus function and step plus function 
for each independent claim involved in the appeal and for each 
dependent claim argued separately by reference to the 
specification by page and line number , and to the drawing, if 
any, by reference characters, as required by 37 CFR

The brief filed on Mar. 31, 2006, does not contain a 
concise explanation of the subject matter defined in independent 
claims 11, 19, 20, and 22. 
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Item 5: The brief does not contain a concise statement of 
each ground of rejection presented for review.

Item 6: The brief fails to provide a separate heading for 
each ground of rejection on appeal. 

The brief also fails to provide a subheading for any claims 
argued separately. For example, see the brief, page 8, line 13, 
which describes claims 1, 19, 20, and 22, 

The brief also fails to address the rejection of claims 19 
and 22 regarding the recitation that the second polyester resin 
has a softening point Tsp of llO^C . 

Each ground of rejection must be treated under a separate 
heading. For each ground of rejection applying to two or more 
claims, the claims may be argued separately or as a group. Any 
claim argued separately should be placed under a subheading 
identifying the claim by number .
